Britain Said 
Working On 
Peace Formula 
LONDON (JI—Britain reportedly 
is pushing a plan aimed at break­ 
ing the Korean peace conference 
deadlock by letting both sides in­ 
vite certain neutrals, including In­ 
dia, to join the deliberations. 
Minister of State Selwyn Lloyd 
who has been working 
with 
the 
United Stales and other United N a­ 
tions members in an effort to get 
the Korean parley started by Oct. 
28, was expected to arrive by plane 
today from New- York to confer 
with Foreign Secretary Eden. 
Lloyd was summoned yesterday 
after diplomatic 
informants 
said 
the Churchill Cabinet had worked 
out the new Korean strategy. 
Although no official details were 
available on the plan, the inform­ 
ants said it was based on the as­ 
sumption that the proposed Korean 
peace parley will have to be broad­ 
ened. 
It proposes, they said, that the 
peace conference as a whole—the 
Communist side as well as the U.N. 
side—-now agree to invite neutrals 
to join the talks.

begins its deliberations.

Near Hysteria 
Grips Many 
Dallas Folk 
DALLAS, Tex. UP*— Near-hysteria 
gripped much of Dallas today as 
the rapist-killer of a pretty dime 
store clerk eluded hundreds engag­ 
ed in the manhunt. 
There were numerous reports of 
the nude Negro prowler, or prowl­ 
ers, seen in Dallas for months by 
terrified women, but police attrib­ 
uted at least part of them to in­ 
creasing panic.

Parker, 29, Wednesday night threw 
the city into a

citizens buying guns, dogs, am m u­ 
nition and safety devices for their 
doors.

Women slept with guns by their 
beds and the lights on. Some hus­ 
bands stayed home from work to 
protect their homes. Police squads 
were

At least two residents of East

By TOM WHITNEY 
LONDON up—It pays to adver­ 
tise—even in Communist Russia. 
E ver since the end of the war I 
have been watching neon signs go 
up in Moscow'. At night their bright 
colors urge Ivan Ivanovich-Rus- 
sian equivalent of Joe Doakes—to 
buy whatever the Soviet govern-! 
mcnt wants to sell him. They say: 
“ Put your money in a savings 
bank—it s reliable, convenient, and 
safe.” 
“ Travel by plane,” 
“ Smoke ‘Dukat’ cigarettes.” 
“ Buy Soviet cham pagne.” 
“ Invest your money in the 3 per 
cent state lottery loan ” 
“ Collect Soviet postage stam ps.” 
“ Buy caviar.” 
Wine, automobiles, soap, tooth 
powder, cigars, perfume, sausages, 
insurance—these are a few of the 
products pushed. 
The advertising is mostly poor 
quality — a fourth grade boy in 
the United States could do better 
—•but the (Kid thing is that the ad­ 
vertising exists at all. Indeed, arti­ 
cles in the press demand better 
ads and display >. So doe* the min­ 
ister of trade, Anastase Mikoyan 
Evidently economic needs are forc­ 
ing the Soviet government to ad­ 
vertise in order to sell some of it* 
, products. 


In the West, advertising changes 
habits, promotes new' products, in­ 
troduces improvements in old ones. 
It stimulates people to want things, 
and work harder and more effi­ 
ciently to obtain them. In Russia, 
where the advertising 
is 
poorly 
done, this stimulus is in large de­ 
gree lacking. 
The Soviet government appar­ 
e n tly realizes this. It spends a 
lot of money to erect those signs— 
hard experience shows that it pays. 
To see the effect of real adver­ 
tising on a Russian all one has to 
do is to hand him a copy of an 
A m erican'publication. He turns di­ 
rectly to the advertisements and 
.starts looking at the pictures of 
things for sale. He begins to won­ 
der whether life in America is as 
bad as his government says—and 
he wants to buy similar goods. 
Once that desire to buy arises, 
one starts to think atloid finding 
the money—of working harder, if 
necessary, and producing more. 
The Soviet government is on to 
this idea too, even though it ap­ 
parently does not realize how im ­ 
portant it can be for Soviet eco­ 
nomic development 
A year ago the Soviet press took 
up the question of window displays. 
One paper said most stores' show 
windows were being made up ny 


oafs and hacks. Since then there 
has been an improvement. Many 
windows carry fairly attractive dis­ 
plays which get buyers into the 
stores and sell goods 
A $3.75 cook book came out last 
spring in an immense edition and 
was bought out by eager house­ 
wives as soon as it hit the stores. 
It devotes large space to the ad­ 
vertising and promotion of Soviet 
food products. 
But Russia is a long way from 
getting as much effect with its ad­ 
vertising as it could. 
Autos and television sets are sell­ 
ing well with little advertising. But 
other goods are not being sold as 
rapidly as they could he with a 
good advertising campaign 
An example is electric refrigera­ 
tors. The high cost of the larger 
model refrigerator 
made at the 
Zis factory in Moscow is one fac­ 
tor in its low sales (the price when 
last noted, it was 2.000 rubles, or 
$500 for a 6 cubic foot compressor 
type 
Another factor i* that most Rus­ 
sian housewives do riot realize how 
advantageous 
electric 
refrigera­ 
tion is. Backed by an advertising 
campaign to dem onstrate these ad­ 
vantages, 
the 
Zis 
refrigerators 
likely would be quickly sold out 
despite their high prices.

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PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 
INDIVIDUAL FARM OWNERSHIP re­ 
mains the keystone of American agricul­ 
ture The privately held farm is not giving 
way to lar^ e corporation-owned t r a c t s . 
This is the significance of a recent report 
of the Department of Agriculture, showing 
as o; the 1950 census that individuals owned 
more than one billion acres, or 87.7 per cent 
of the nation’s farmland. 
Last comparable figure of individual 
land ownership, based on a 1945 survey, 
was 87.9 per cent, representing a two mil­ 
lion ac e differential. 
Greatest rise of corporation-owned farms 
has occurred in Florida and California, 
particularly with 
relation 
to 
specialty 
crops such as sugar cane and citrus fruits. 
Individuals, meanwhile, also continue to 
own the bulk of rural land not used for 
farming. Only the federal 
government 
which, with its national forests, parks and 
grazing lands, ranks a sthe country’s big­ 
gest landlord, holds more non-farm land. 
This is the opposite of the situation in 
Soviet Russia, which owns every last acre, 
cultivated and non-arable. 
The vaunted 
Communist collective farm system, h o w ­ 
ever, is not doing so well. With production 
falling oft in livestock and several k e y 
crops, the Kremlin has resurrected the 
N E P (national economic policy) plan of 
limited individual incentives. 
This policy will, of course, be only tem ­ 
porary unless the Reds should be ousted. 
But it is interesting to note that in a pinch 
the m asters of the Kremlin are compelled 
to call individual farm ers and individual 
initiative into play. 


LAND OF OPPORTUNITY 
THOSE WHO HAVE BEEN predicting 
that few" opportunities for new businesses 
to start on a shoestring and succeed, be­ 
cause of high income taxes and other fac­ 
tors, are almost daily being contradicted 
as successei of enterprises started since 
World War ll are chronicled. 
There is the example of two farm boys, 
one now in his late twenties, the other in 
his early thirties, who started a factory in 
an upstate New York town, which even to­ 
day is not in a television reception area, to 
manufacture TV aerials and in eight years 
built it into the largest factory of its kind, 
with an annual volume of more than $12 
million. 
It could only happen in America, per­ 
haps, but it is still happening here. 


In the period when a distinction was 
made between good and bad dictators, a 
world-wide propaganda was accelerated by 
Russia and the C o m m u n i s t agencies 
throughout the world against Spain. Of all 
count!les, Spain was categorized as t h e 
worst and Franco was made the symbol of 
all that is wrong in government. 
The propaganda was so effective that 
Spain became the pariah among nations 
and Franco an outcast. This attitude did 
not weaken Franco among his own people. 
He managed to survive the isolation. And 
Spain managed to continue to exist. 
With our experience with Stalin, Malen­ 
kov. Tile and all the other masters of men, 
the* light dawned that Franco surely is no 
worse than these others and that Spain is 
needed by the United States as an ally. 
For 17 months the United States conduct­ 
ed negotiations with Spain for air and naval 
bases and an agreement was finally con­ 
summated last week by which the United 
States gets the bases and Spain gets $226 
million which had already been granted 
and not yet delivered. 
This transaction has been soundly ar­ 
ranged, perhaps because no emotional fac­ 
tors ot friendship were involved. T h e r e 
was a quid pro quo and a meeting of the 
minds, as the lawyers say. It is the appli­ 
cation of intelligent self-interest on both 
sides and is expected to last for IO years. 
The Iberian peninsula is one of the prin­ 
cipal gateways to the continent of Europe. 
From the standpoint of logistics in the pres­ 
ent situation, which has as its target So­ 
viet Russia, it is a more secure gateway 
than any in northwestern Europe because 
it might survive a speedy Russian thrust. 
Should either Great Britain or France be­ 
come neutralist, our peril will not be so 
great once our bases in Spain and North 
Africa are fully developed. 
The agitation of Clement Attlee and An­ 
eurin Bevan to make Great Britain neutral­ 
ist has been launched with full vigor as 
part of an election campaign for the Brit- 
: ish Labour Party to unseat Sir Winston 
Churchill, whose situation is becoming dif­ 
ficult because of his waning health and the 
general anti-Americanism which is devel­ 
oping in his country. 
This anti-Americanism needs to be cor­ 
rectly appraised in this country. The Brit- 
| ish people realize that in a war between 
the United States and Soviet Russia, their 
islands would be like sitting ducks. 
They have been bombed in two wars and 
| they know what it means in d e a t h s, in 
broken homes and in the destruction of 
property. 
There is little use repeating the Ameri­ 
can arguments, that we got into this mess 
because we hoped to save Britain, f i r s t 
from the Kaiser and then from Hitler; that 
we have expended vastly of our wealth and 
sons; that we assisted Great Britain m ag­ 
nificently after each war.

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City Auditor’s Report For 1915 Tells Of Stronger Finances

City councilmen, preparing to 
wrestle the demons hidden in the 
1954 budget, could probably ease 
their fevered brows by glancing 
back over a report issued for the 
year 1915 on Circleville^ finan­ 
cial status. On the other hand, 
j 
maybe the report submitted 58 
years ago by City Auditor T. D. 
Krinn would only aggravate the 
nightmares with its contrasts. 
Things, definitely, were different 
in “ the good old days.” 
In the report for the fiscal year 
ending Dec. 31, 1915, receipts and 
balances for all municipal funds I 
had a grand total of $102.124.28. 
And expenditures for 1915 am ount-1 
ed to $91,629.03. leaving the city in 
black ink by a total of $10,495.25. 
That indeed must have been an 
era of dollar bills that were larger 
and more duratye. Placed beside 
the 1915 expenditures, some of the 
current costs would have probably 
hurled the regime of Mayor E. C. 
Friece into a wild revolution. Take, 
for example, the g e n e r a l fund 
winch ended 1915 with a balance of 
$663.90—thanks in part to $51 col­ 
lected by the m ayor in fines and li­ 
censes. 
Council handled the legislative 
business for a staggering total of 
$519—which wouldn’t keep two of 
the lawm akers happy nowadays. 
Council in 1915, by the way, was 
composed of the following:

The 
annual 
Pickaway 
County 
Dairy 
Herd 
Production 
Testing 
year has just been completed. 
A six-year-old registered H o l ­ 
stein cow owned by Walter Rase 
of Circleville Route 4, has just 
completed a 305-day milking pe­ 
riod, producing 19,420 pounds of 
milk and 652 pounds of 
butter 
fat on two-times-a-day milking. 
This record production is 
over 
three times the production of the 
average Pickaway County d a i r y 
cow. The average cow produces 
about 5,800 pounds of milk and 220 
pounds of butterfat. 
Rase has a milking herd of 25 
Holsteins. This last year, his herd 
averaged 12.040 pounds milk and 
443 pounds of b u tte r f a t/which 
is 
the highest record of production in 
the county.

Civil Rights 
Violated, Say 
Two Lawsuits 
CLEVELAND UR — A Mansfield 
resident and an inmate of the Ohio 
State 
Reformatory 
at 
Mansfield 
filed federal court suits Thursday 
charging violation of civil rights. 
Frank Cuiksa of Mansfield asked 
the court to declare null and void 
Mansfield’s law for drunk and dis­ 
orderly violations. He also asked 
$250,000 damages. 
Cuiksa’s complaint said he was 
arrested Nov. 6, 1950, on drunk and 
disorderly charges and was “ beat, 
tortured and jerked about by po­ 
lice” 
there.

charge, he was fined $50. 
In his action, he contended the 
law was invi lid because it failed 
to specify that the disorderly con­ 
duct must take place in a public 
place.
